OF TREASURY

N NEW BUDGET

Two New Parks, New Aqueduct

and Calvert Street Bridges,

and Camp for High School

Cadets Planned.

Exact Total Kept Secret, But

Sum Is Known to Be One of

the Largest Ever Asked by

Commissioners.

One of the largest budgets in

the history of the District, embrac-

ing recommendations for many im-

portant improvements were sub-

mitted by the Commissioners to the
Secretary of the Treasury for
transmission to Congress today.

Provisions for two additional
parks in the District, for a new
Aqueduct and a new Calvert street
bridge, for a military training
camp for high school cadets, and
for many school and street exten-

sions and improvements, are em-

braced. A big increase over the
appropriations for last year is

asked.
This increase, it is learned, re

fleets the increase in the District's
revenues and makes the budget
larger in the matters of estimates
than any similar document com-

piled by the Commissioners in

many years.

SECRECY MAINTAINED.
While greater secrecy has been main

tained regarding the estimates than was
the cnie In former viurs, It Is learned
from an authoritative source that the
following Items aro Inrluded:

President Wilson tojay accepted the
Invitation of tho people of New Jersey
to establish his summer capital next
year at Long Branch. N. J.

Tho President and the future Mrs.
Wilson will live at the pnlatKI summer
homo of tho late John A. McCall, for-

mer president of tho New York Life
Insurance Company. The place is
called Shadowlawn.

In extending tho Invitation Congress-
man Scully, who headed a large dele-

gation of prominent Jcrseyltes, present-
ed tho President with a letter from
Governor Fielder of New Jersey In
which the latter expressed the hope
that tho President would be In Now
Jersey "to receive tho glad tldngs of
your renomlnatlon for President In
Mil"

In accepting tho Invitation tho Presi-
dent stated that he would feel more
comfortable If the delegation, which
had offered the McCall home rent free
would pormlt him to pay tbc amount ho
la accustomed to pay at Cornish. Ho
suggested that If his payments wcro
not used for the rent the money could
be used for charity.

"I want to add," said the President.
"That I promised Governor Klclder not
to disturb him too much at Ills summer
camp at Sea Girt. It Is not that I
would not enjoy the camp, or that I
would not enjoy horseback riding, but 1

object to riding n horse In a frock coat
and silk hat."

Members of the delegation explained
that tho first time President Wilson
had aver appeared .on horseback in a
frock coat and silk hat was when he
was suminetrlng at Sea Girt In 1911 and
received tha notification of his nomi-
nation for the Residency.

Government Serum "Cures"

Stackpole, But Shock Is Too

Great for Aged Lawyer.

NEW YORK. Oct. F.

Stackpole. whose fight for llfo against
the drended anthrax has held the In-

terest of the medical world for the past
week, died enrly this morning at Helle-u- e,

not from anthrax, but from heart
disease.

'Physicians today said that the an-

thrax poisoning had been completely

cured by tho serum compounded by Dr.
Adolph nichorn. of the Federal Bu-

reau of Animal Husbandry at Wash-

ington
Tho long fight against the anthrax

bacilli, howovcr. had weakened Stack-pole- 's

system and hl heart proved the
most ulnerable "organ.

Martin Hrodsky. a laborer, nho has
been under observation ns a possible
anthrax victim, was released today,
physicians belli confident ho was not
suffering from the disease.

Dr. Silver, physician In charge; Dr.
II. 12. Dwjer, tho hoU5o physician nnd
Dr. Ilobcrt II Wadhams, visiting phy-

sician to tho hospital, called fre-
quently nt tho isolated ward, where
Mr. Stackpole was placed. After the
first islt Dr. Silver made tho confi-

dent, announcement, which was testi-
mony to the scrum, that nnthrax was a
thing of the past. He quickly added,
howovcr, the statement ns to tho pa-

tient's danger from heart trouble.

MOVE SOUTH

Nish Declares War on Sofia and
Grapples With Invaders on

Eastern and Northern Fron-

tiers.

Already 750,000 Troojjs Are
upposea to Balkan Nation as
Allies Plan Huge Relief Ex-

pedition. ,

PAR!, Oct. 15. Austrians and
Germans are reported desperately
engaged with the Serbians "south
of io frontier town of Semendria
today.

Another battle rages between
Serbians and Bulgarians on the
Serbian eastern frontier. The Serb-
ians accuse the Bulgarians of
crossing the border, aiming to take
Nish. The Bulgarians accus Serbia
of crossing the border with Sofia
as her objective, and that the Bul-
garians drove the invaders back
into their own territory. The fight,
however, is not endsd.

Serbia formally notified London
that it had 'declared war on 'Bulga-
ria today, Bulgaria is reported to
have made a declaration several
days ago, but there was no official
announcement of It; thouittCaar
Ferdinand issued a statement today
saying he had joined the central
powers.

DRIVE DEVELOPS.
The Austrians and Germans are ad-

vancing southward from Belgrade,
where the Serbians are fighting a serlea
of rear guard actions.

The German drive toward Constanti-
nople Is developing formidably. Reliable
advices say that Field Marshal von
Mackensen has KO.'jOO German and Aus-
trian troops. It Is estimated the Bul-
garians number 3O1.0U0 to 400.000 more,
though experts pointed out that a largo
share of this force will be needed to
guard the Green and Roumanian fro-
ntiersIf not to light the Greeks and
Roumanians tnstodd ot joining In the
drive.

From all the allied capitals come
statements indicating that a huge Brit-
ish. French, Italian and Russian force
will be sent to opose the German ad-
vance.

Reverse For Russia.
It Is admitted thit the Russians have

Buffered u reverse lr Gallcla, though
Austrian and Russian accounts differ
concerning Us extent. The Germans are
not more than "holding their own against
the Russian In the northeast.

Furlnun fighting rages about Lens and.
